Everyone is .still seeking information 
n.s to the object for which the $-L,, r >00 
voted for municipal purposes in to be 
devoted. The City Council applied to 
the Government some weeks ago for 
custody of the sum and have not re- 
ceived a satisfactory answer. When 
asked in the House for what purpose 
the appropriation was intended, one of 
the ministers replied that it would be 
spent "in the district.'' This was very 
indefinite. It appeared in the esti- 
mates as a vote for Victoria City, in 
aid of the Municipality. If it was 
designed for expenditure in "the dis- 
trict" why did it not appear under the 
district heading f If, again, it was in- 
tended for municipal purposes, why 
were not the Mayor and Council con- 
sulted respecting it? How did it hap- 
pen that the Mayor and Council never 
heard of the grant until it appeared in 
the Estimates / And why do the Gov- 
ernment decline to provide the Mayor 
. and Council with any information re- 
spectiag the destination of the sum I 
It is noteworthy that Nanaimo, a 
young city, with miles of streets yet to 
be made, and which is represented 
in the House by one of the most obed- 
ient supporters of the Government - 
New Westminster and several other 
struggling municipalities have been 
cut off without a shilling, while 
$4,500 is pressed on Victoria City, 
to the surprise of its otiicials, with- 
out having been asked for! There 
is a mystery hanging over the appro- 
priation which is only deepened when 
people are told that the two City mem- 
bers who claimed to have been instru- 
mental in securing tlio appropriation 
have, since the prorogation of the 
House, purchased largely of real es- 
tate in the vicinity of the proposed 
bridge across the harbor at the foot of 
Johnson street. We hope that the ap- 
propriation will not lie found to have 
been intended as a thmcrttr towards the 
bridge; but whether it is or not the 
Government can only escape from the 
unenviable positiou in which it finds 
itself by passing the $4,600 over to 
the credit of the municipality, uncon- 
ditionally, for should they attempt to 
give it to the bridge charterers they 
will be met with a storm of popular in 
dignation that will not speedily 
"down." 

'•BUT JESHVRUN WAX El) FAT 

AND kicked:' 

Our friend of the Herald kicketh over 
the traces again. About a fortnight 
ago he acknowledged himself a most 
obedient and docile wheelhorse pre- 
pared to follow his "leader" without 
making an effort to leave the beaten 
track. He added that he had opposed 
the railway policy of Mr. Walk km, 
but the scales Inn ing dropped from his 
eyes and that gentleman's railway poli- 
cy proving to be right, he begged 
permission to take back everything he 
had said and swallowed the policy 
AohohiK bolus. The dose seems to have 
settled badly, for in Wednesday's paper 
he refuses to be longer fed with Mr. 
Walkem's "gilt edge" promises, and 
grows boisterous when discussing the 
Pence river country. The Herald is 
excitable and crotchety. Like the 
river on the banks of which he fulmin- 
ates his thunder, he is subject to 
Spring overflows, sudden whirls and 
bad riffles, with occasional snags. He 
should try and pursue an even course — 
be neither hasty to award the meed of 
praise nor quick to condemn a man 
half-heard. The survey of Peace river 
has nothing whatever to do with the 
"vigorous construction " foreshadowed 
by the. Dominion Government. That 
policy does not refer to the northern 
route, and must refer to one of the 
southern routes. This the' Herald 
ought to know if he knows anything, 
and he is making as big a mistake in 
growling now as he did in praising a 
fortnight ago. Mr. Walke.m and his 
"seeesh" memorial have had no influ- 
ence in shaping the Dominion policy 
on the railwav. 



The Agamemnon, which has just 
been built at Chatham, is a turret ship 
of somewhat less dimensions than 
those lately built. While the Inflexi- 
ble, the largest of its class, measures 
1 1,-106 tons, and is provided with en- 
gines of 8,000 liorse-power, the Aga- 
memnon is set down at 8,492 tons, and 
fitted with engines of but 6,000 horse- 
power only. Nevertheless, the new 
vessel, as also her twin sister, the 
Ajax, which is being constructed at 
Pembroke, if not a match for the In- 
flexible, will carry much thicker ar- 
mour and heavier guns than any ship 
of the same size previously launched. 
So far as it has been decided her wea- 
pons will bo four 38-ton guns, of the 
same calibre, therefore, as the heaviest 
weapons on board the Thunderer, a 
vessel nearly 1,000 tons larger. The 
weapons will lie fitted in two turrets, 
fore and aft, each turret having its 
pair of guns placed side by side, and 
matters will be so arranged that all 
four cannon can be fired simultaneous- 
| lv at one broadside. They will be 
loaded by an automatic sponge 
j and rainnicr. The Agamemnon 
is unprovided with masts and 
' sails, but she will have an 
upper-deck above her armoured floor- 
ing for the better accommodation of 
officers and crew. The Agamemnon 
! will be able to accommodate most of 
I her crew above the water-line, and only 
j in action will the men be ordered bo- 
low, when tin; cabin and fittings above 
j the armoured deck look after them 
| selves. Officers and crew will muster 
rather more than .'100 men, of whom 
| about one-third may be set down as 
I stokers, artisans and engineer-room 
I men, while fiftv more will be marines.

In mi article on the "Position and 
Prospects of the fanned Goods Trade" 
the American Grocer (New York) of 
April 'J I says in regard to salmon: 

There has been a great falling off of 
late in tin- demand for salmon, and 
prices are extremely low. compared 
with those of two or throe years ago. 
One reason for this change we believe 
to lie the way in which tho reputation 
of well known brands lias been sacrific- 
ed. Packers on the Columbia river 
who have hitherto enjoyed a high repu- 
tation have latterly put up anything 
in the shape of a fish and labeled it 
"Columbia River ' salmon, and which 
being placed on the market has been 
returned bv dcnliTH who have com- 
plained thai they could not sell it. 
Not only is this complaint found in the | 
homo market, but we find the same 
thing causing comment elsewhere. The 1 
following appeared in the Sydney j 
(New South Wales) Trade h'eciew and , 
Prioeii Current of February 26: "To I 
aggravate tin- loss to legitimate ship- 
pers and buyers, shipments of 'spout' 
salmon aro sent down, w hich of course 
seriously afl'ect prices, and in many in- 
stances tho names of well-known puck- 
ers are used (initials only being varied) 
on tho most abominable trash. Theso [ 
are matters for our American friends! 
to think on. They have a right to do 
their business in such wuv as they 
think fit, and we would be sorry to see ' 
a falling otl' in trade between us; but 
depend upon it whilst such practices are 
persist otl ill orders are not likely to be 
received from this quarter.

EUKOPE. 

St. Petersburg, May I 1. ■ Gov. 
Uralsk, of the Government of Oren- 
burg, telegraphs on tho 11th inst. 
that the. fire there destroyed a consid- 
erable portion of the town and that 
the flames are still raging. 

Pestii, May 14. — Tho town of Halas 
has been inundated in consequence of 
continuous rains. Much damage lias 
been done. 

Floods have destroyed 300 houses in 
Kotori. Tho harvest prospects in that 
district are ruined. 

St. Petehsbujiu, May U. — The 
disease which has broken out in Cau- 
casus proves fatal in twenty-four hours. 

London, May 14. — A conference 
Mas held at liarnsley yesterday at 
which 120,000 colliers were represent- 
ed. It was decided to demand ten per 
cent, increase of pay and, if refused, to 
stop work throughout tho country. 
Another conference will bo held in 
Birmingham in five weeks to fix tho 
date forgiving notice of a strike. The 
interval is to be devoted to ngitation. 

Berlin, May 14. — Tho bill relative 
to Alsace and Lorraine provides as fol- 
lows: The Emperor will appoint a 
Stadtholder, who will act as representa- 
tive of the Imperial Government and 
will reside at Strasburg. The office of 
President of the Department of Alsace 
and Lorraine, now attached to tho 
Chancellery, will be abolished. A 
ministry, with a Secretary of State, 
will be formed at Strasburg. A Coun- 
cil of State will also be established, 
which will consist of a general com- 
manding troops in Alsace and Lor 
raine, a secretary of state, chief pro- 
vincial officials and seven members 
who will be 'appointed by the Emperor. 
The Stadtholder will bo President of 
the Council. The provincial committee 
will henceforth number . r i8 and a dele- 
gate to be elected by the provincial 
committee, subject to the approval of 
tho Emperor, will represent Alsace and 
Lorraine in the federal council. 

Constantinople, May 15. — France 
has refused to support by appointing a 
delegate on the proposed customs com- 
mission the loan of twenty million 
pounds in regard to which the Porte 
has been negotiating with the Ottoman 
Bank. It is understood the assistance 
of France depends upon tho settlement 
of the Greek question and that of Eng- 
land upon the consent of the Porte to 
apply ft certain sum to the reform 
of the Turkish currency which it has 
hitherto persistently refused to do. 

Madrid, May 15. — A sensation has 
been created in financial circles by 
newspaper articles showing that in the 
next budget the interest and redemp- 
tion of the recently issued treasury 
bonds will require thirty-four million 
pesetas above the present vote. 

SOUTH AMERICA.

"Very well," said the Aus- 
trian chief; "hereafter w hen a bouquet 
is thrown to you thus publicly, you will 
tramp it with your foot. Do you un- 
derstand!" She said she understood, 
and was raftered to depart. She went 
to some of her friends and told them 
what had happened. "Ah," said the 
artist Antonio Luigi, "and you will 
trample upon it)'' "I must," "Then 
I will sec that you have the right kind. 
Be bravo, pretty one, and we will win 
applause again. Wait." That even- 
ing when the favorite DAXSEUSE acquit- 
ted herself grandly, a huge bouquet 
was thrown upon tho stage, a broad 
field of strange (lowers, the only colors 
yellow- and black — the Imperial Stand- 
ard of Austria. There could bo no mis- 
taking it, "BESTIACCIAl" (great ulgy 
beast) said the actress, loud enough to 
be heard over the house; and then she 
jumped upon the ycllow-and-black 
symbol, and trampled it heartily'. For 
a time it seemed as though the applause 
would shatter the building.

English Mail.

London has nearly 14,000 cabmen, 
and among them are men who have 
been clergymen, doctors, lawyers and 
one real lord. 

People in Moscow have been shock- 
ed by another assassination. A certain 
M. Bartynsky was having an evening 
party; among the guests was a M. 
Pairascheflsky, a young man i'i years 
old, the son of ' very wealthy parents 
who live near Wilua, and who a short 
time since was a student in the techno- 
logical school at Moscow. About 9 
o'clock a young lady, 19 years old, a 
Mdlle. Katchka, from Orenberg, arriv- 
ed at the house, inquired for the host 
and hostess, and was ushered into the 
drawing-room. Having surveyed the 
assembled company, she drew a revol- 
ver from her pocket and tired at young 
Bairascheffsky. The ball crashed 
through his temple, and killed him on 
the spot. The murderess made no re- 
sistance, gave up the revolver, and said 
she "submit ted to her fate.'' She re- j 
fuseil to give any explanation of her 
conduct, merely stating that she had 
known the young man for over a year, 
and that his death had boon carefully 
planned long beforehand. She is well 
known, boing a person of remarkable I 
bnauty. The police have ascertained I 
that she had just arrived in Moscow 
from St. Petersburg, having gone 
straight to Bartynsky s house from the 
railway station, and they believe she 
was deputed to commit tho murder bv 
the revolutionary chiefs either in Mos- 
cow of St. Petersburg. It was remark- , 
ed that very few persons were present 
at the funeral of the murdered man, 
and none of his former companions at- 
tended. This gives support to the be j 
lief that ho fell a victim lo either eon- \ 
viction or suspicion that he had made 
some compromising disclosures to the' 
authorities, and was therefore condemn- J 
ed to death by the secret revolutionary 
tribunal. 

The London correspondents of vari- 
ous provincial papers say the explana- 
tion why the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer did not ask for more taxes is, . 
that they are expecting a windfall from 
the railway companies. The corres- 
pondent of the Leeds Mercury writes: 
"I hear to-night a very startling ru- 
mor, which I should hesitate to men- j 
tion did it not come from a source on j 
which some dependence can be placed. 
It is nothing less than that the Gov- 
ernment and the principal railway ! 
companies of the United Kingdom are 
in negotiation directly or indirectly for | 
a commutation of the rail way passenger i 
duty. The sum to be paid is variously 
stated, one report being that it will 
not exceed four millions, and another 
putting it as high as ten millions. If 
the story be true we have in it the ex- 
planation of Sir Stafford Northcote's 
mild budget. Even four millions of 
ready money would get the Govern- 
ment out of the present pecuniary 
difficulties, and the Treasury knows i 
very well that the agitation against the 
tax would probably result in its aboli- 
tion before many years are over, so 
that a handsome sum in commutation 
would be a good bargain as well as a 
bit of good policy. As regards the rail 
way companies, they also have some 
reason to be satisfied with the scheme, 
for the incidence of the duty bears van- 
hardly upon them, and as they can 
borrow money pretty cheaply at the 
present momont they may be content 
to pay a good round sum for the ad- 
vantage of having their pass, nger 
traffic receipts wholly in their own 
hands. 



! Stc-oiv we His Sepoy. — Scott's guard 
i of twenty men — surveying party from 
- the Twenty-fourth Punjaub infantry — 
| was suddenly attacked by more than 
| one hundred Afridis, who fired from 
the surrounding hills under cover of 
trees and rocks. One man being sever 
ly wounded, Scott went to his as- 
sistance, and telling hiin to throw his 
arms around his neck, prepared to carry 
him off. The man, with a devotion 
not uncommon among the Sepoys, de- 
clined the proffered assistance, and 
urged Scott to save himself. Scott re- 
fused to abandon him, and took him on 
his shoulders. The altercation, how- 
ever, caused a fatal delay. Scott ran 
back toward his party with the wound- 
ed man on his shoulders, but in hia 
haste stumbled and fell. Before he 
could rise, tho Afridis were upon him, 
and with gleaming knives slashed and 
i tit up the wounded man. But though 
unable to save him the gallant survoyor 
did not desert the Sepoy. With his 
revolver he killed one assailant and 
wounded another, keeping them all at 
bay till reinforced by some of his es- 
cort he drove them back to seek shelter 
behind the rocks. One Sepoy describ- 
ed Scott's appearance as demoniac when, 
his helmet having fallen off', with bare 
head, and beard, face and clothes cov- 
ered with blood from the wounded 
man, he stood over the body, pointing 
his revolver at the Afridis, and calling 
to his escort to shoot them down. Had 
this bravo man been a soldier the Vic- 
toria Cross would probably have been 
awarded him in recognition of his gal- 
lantry. No doubt in some form or other 
Scott's soldierly merit will be recogniz- 
ed. Ho fought his way back success- 
fully to Miohmi, losing three killed and 
four wounded, ho himself escaping un- 
hurt.
